Rise in War Risks on the Ocean 
Makes Shipments Un- 


, profitable. - 

CHICAGO, July W%.—After a sensa- 
‘tional advance today on account of the 
imminence of Russia and Germany en- 
tering the Austro-Servian war, the 
wheat market here closed almost in a 
state of collapse. 

Seemingly complete paralysis of export 
demand was responsible for the weak- 
ness of prices at the close, when values 
were down 3c a bushel from earlier 
high figures. The rise in war risks 
on the ocean, making shipments un- 
profitable, seemed to put a stop to 
huying on foreign account. 

‘Jumps in price at one time today 
4 were fully 9 cents and almost as much 
as when Austria first declared war. 
Wheat trading on the Merchants’ Ex- 
change was thrown into a fever of ex- 
citement again Friday by the Euro- 
pean war situation. Prices opened 4 
to 6 cents a bushel higher and quickly 
rose 2 to 3 cents.

Recorder’s Letter Demands 
Money in Return for Sending

Candidate Has Schmoll Help 
Him Persuade Negro Not to 
Publish the Letter. 


One of the amusing incidents of the 

primary election campaign developed 
Thursday when it became known that 
Charles F. Joy, Recorder of Deeds, who 
is a candidate for renomination on the 
Republican ticket, had written a let- 
ter to the Rev. P. W. Dunavant, a 
negro preacher, demanding a campaign 
contribution of $100 as a reciprocal favor 
for having sent negro couples from the 
marriage license office to the preacher 
to be married. 
Dunavant is a Deputy City Marsha! 
at a salary of $75 a month. He said he 
raised $0 and took it to Joy, whv 
“‘bawled him out” unmercifully .because 
he refused to make speeches urging 
Joy’s renomination. 

The negro preacher, after his meet- 
ing with Joy, went to Justice of the 
Peace Frank Slater with the letter. Sla- 
ter advised him to publish the letter. 
together with the statement of facts 
as to what happened in Joy’s office. 
Dunavant had a copy of the letter made 
and properly certified and had arranged 
to have it published Thursday. -

Dunavant said. “‘Beyond that I am not 
going to make ariy statement, as I 
promised those gentlemen that I would 
not publish the letter.” 

Slater said the letter was written 
on the official stationery of the Record 
er of Deeds office and mailed in an of- 
ficial envelope. He said the letter be- 
gan by stating that Joy had a hard 
fight on his hands for renomination and 
wanted a contribution of $100 from the 
negro preacher. 

Then followed the statement, Slater 
said, that as Dunavant had been favore4 
for several years by having marriages 
sent to him from the Recorder of Deed’s 
office, Joy thought that he ought to 
reciprocate and make the contribution. 

Below Joy's personal signature in ink, 

Slater said, was a statement to bring 
the money immediately. 
- Dunmavant said that no threat was 
made by Mohrstadt to discharge him 
as a Deputy Marshal if he should make 
the letter public. 


Joy Peeved at QuestiPns, 
A. Post-Dispatch reporter asked Joy 


whether he had sent the letter to Duna- 
vant, and afterward asked him not to 
publish it. 

“Are you asking this for pemestion?™ 
Joy said. 

“Certainly,” answered the reporter. 

“Do you think it is right, if the Post- 
Dispatch wants to be fair, to ask me 
such a question?’’ 

*You are occupying a public office,” 
the reporter said. “Do you think it 
proper to demand a campaign contribu- 
tion of $100 from a negro preacher on the 
ground that he has been favored by your 
office ?’’ 

“Do you want me to answer for publi- 
cation?” Joy replied. “If you do, my 
answer is that this matter is none of 
your business, nae none of the Post-Dis- 
patch’: business,”

Collection Cost Heavy. 

Under the State law all money and 
property willed or descending to others 
than direct héirs is subject to a collat- 
eral inheritance tax of 5 per cent. This 
tax goes to the State University. 

The State Auditor appoints an attor- 
ney to represent the interests of the 
estate in the collection of the tax; the 
State University also appoints an at- 
torney, and the Collector has the power 
under the law to appoint an attorney. 

It is said by persons who have made 
some investigation of the subject that, 
with the different attorneys’ fees and 
appraiser’s fees, the amount due the 
university from the tax is often ex- 
ceeded by the costs of collecting it,

While these were being 
carried out Miss Gallegher and Police 
Sergeants O’Meara and Maloney, assist- 
ed by several young women nurses, were 
piloting other patients down the main 
stairway. 

Miss Cook ran down to the second 
floor after calling for help. She threw 
a bucket of water into the burning pan- 
try and then called to men emploves to 
bring a garden hose. She fought the 
fire with this hose until the firemen ar- 
rived. 

Alarms 12 Minutes Apart. 


Members of Engine Coa’ 33, which 
responded to the still alarm, turned in 
a double alarm on arriving at the fire. 
Capt. O’Donnell of the Salvage Corps 
said the box alarm was not turned in 
until 12 minutes after the still alarm 
was telephoned. He asked the reason 
for this and Miss Gallegher told him 
‘that after telephoning the alarm she 
ran to the front door and asked a man 
who was passing to turn in a regular 
alarm from the box at Grand and La- 
fayette avénues, half a block south of 
the hospital. She said she supposed he 
had done so. 

Besides Mrs. Phillips other patients 
assisted from the building were Mrs./ 
Ollie Blank, a Mrs. Fritz and Thomas 
Christ. 

The fire was confined to the dumb- 
waiter shaft and the third floor. Dr. F. 
J. Lutz, head of the Josephine Hospital 
Association, which erected the $40,000 
building 10 years ago, said he was unable 
to estimate the damage.

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TOURISTS HELD UP 


Two Men Rob 165 Persons of 
$3000 in Canon in National 
Park, 


GARDINER, Mont., July 30.—United 
States cavalrymen, aided by trappers 
and foresters, are searching the southern 
trails of Yellowstone National Park to- 
day @or two highwaymen, who, with 
rifles, held up 25 coach loads of tourists 
in the park yesterday and took at least 
$3000 from 16 passengers. 

The troops are under Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel L. M. Brett, park superintendent. 
They are trying to intercept the rob- 
bers before they reach the Jackson's 
Hole country in Wyoming, a famed re- 
sort of “bad men.’’ 

The holdups occurred tn the Upper 
Geyser canyon, a short distance from 
the hotel in Spring Creek canyon. As 
fast as the coaches rounded a bluff 
they were stopped and the passenger3 
were ordered to alight and deposit their 
money in a feed sack lying on the 
ground. Each coach was quickly re- 
loaded and ordered to move on. 

Nothing but money was taken, th» 
tourists being told they could keep their 
jewelry. Estimates of the money ob- 
tained by the robbers vary from $3000 
to $5000. Reports from Mammoth Hotel, 
in Yellowstone. Park, were that th: 
bandits obtained sums ranging from 3% 
cents to $50.

| kings of money thrive on war; it is by means of 


it is legendary that Napoleon, a century 86°, 
warned France that ‘within a hundred years 
Europe would be either republican or Cossack. 
What he probably had in mind was the idea that 
‘unless Western Burope should advance to a point 
where its rank and file were free, home-making, 
home-defending citizens, they would be unable 
to guard their territory against the natural over- 
flow of the Slavic hordes of Eastern Europe, 
creeping glacier-like down to the western ocean. 

Napoleon's prophecy has been in part ful- 
filled: Western Europe is substantially, in large 
part, republican. The French, Swiss, Dutch, Bel- 
gian, German, Danish, Swedish, Norwegian, Por- 
tuguese, British and Italian peoples are in large 
The form of monarchy 
persists in all of them except Switzerland, France 
and Portugal, but the substance has gone out of 
it: the people’s will, expressed at the ballot box, 
measurably controls governmental action. Spain 
lags somewhat, but is moving after the others, 
at a distance. 

The power of the Turk in Europe is broken; 
most of the territory he captured centuries ago 
has been taken from him. Out of it a little group 
of little nations has been created—Servia, Rou- 
msnia, Bulgaria, Montenegro, the Balkan king- 
doms—with Albania struggling desperately for 
nationality. Greece, at Europe’s base line, is 
coming back, and coming back democratically. 

Western Europe is chiefly Teutonic. The 
Franks, main factor in the French amalgam, 
were a German tribe. France harbors today 5,- 
000,000 persons either of German birth or recent 
German parentage. The Latin countries have a 
strong Teutonic admixture. 

Civilization either checks the birthrate or it 
weakens the animal fiber of the people that ac- 
quire it, or it does both. Always it burdens them 
with numerous new habit-needs and with the 
care of enormous quantities of new: wealth re- 
quiring to be used and defended. Primitive peo- 
ples, like the Slavs in their great mass, escape 
these handicaps. They breed freely, live hardly 
and die young—but their natural increase out- 
runs that of the sophisticated peoples. When 
they overflow their own breeding grounds they 
inevitably overrun, either as conquerors or as 
servants, the lands of the more highly civilized. 
They have been doing that in Western Europe in 
ever-increasing volume during the past half cen- 
tury. They have been doing it in the United 
States very rapidly during the decade last past. 
We now have 32,500,000 Slavs in the American 
melting pot 

For their own immediate interest the rulers— 
the pasteboard Kings and the real industrial and 
financial kings—sedulously keep alive racial and 
national ambitions, checking the natural process 
of amalgamation that would otherwise, in civ- 
ilized times, take place without much friction; 
that does take place, in very large degree, 

Bat if civilization is fatal to the abysmal brute 
in man, to his fitness to survive and increase in 
the mass, it is also his salvation as an individ- 
val. It exalts the individual; confers upon the 
common man an ever-increasing portion of that 
natural sovereignty which until recent time was 
held to inhere solely in a certain divinely se- 
lected royal and noble minority. 

The war flare that now lights the map of Bu- 
rope is proof that mankind has not advanced 
spiritually so far as it has mechanically; that the 
clan concept, heritage of earliest ages, still rules 
most human brains. The Serbs, Slavic people, 
emerging from Turkish tyranny, aim at a Serb 
monarchy in Western Europe, comparable in 
size and power with Germany and France. They 
have hoped and intended to acquire a large share 
of their territory at the expense of the Austrian 
monarchy—that anomaly wherein a dozen mil- 
lion Germans rule 30,000,000 persons of Glavic 
origin and maintain a shaky partnership with a 
dozen million Hungarians. The Serb aim is a 
Sluvic outpost strong against all Teutonic at- 
tack, on the western ocean. 

The Teutons resist this advance into their ter- 
ritory. They will accept Slavs as servitors, but 
not as masters. Austria fronts the Serbs across 
the Danube. Back of Austria, Germany waits, 
ready for action. 

The fundamental race issue is crossed by less 
vital yet profoundly influential dynastic and 
economic issues. The Triple Alliance—Germany, 
Austro-Hungary and Italy—is confronted in Eu- 
ropean politics by the Triple Entente—Russia, 
France and Great Britain. Italy, France and 
Great Britain have an equal racial interest with 
the Germans in resisting the Slavic drift west- 
ward, but they must, presumably, if Russia joins 
Servia in the field and Germany joins Austro- 
Hungary, take their places alongside their po- 
litical allies. Italy has shown little stomach for 
such a task, and the British will avoid it to the 
last minute. It is possible both might find some 
perfectly good excuse for staying out of the 
fight, regardless of treaty ‘obligations. France 
has a stronger motive. to participate, should 
Germany give her an excuse. France would 
fight to recover her provinces lost to Germany 
in 1870. France is, moreover, Russia's heaviest 
creditor. ee? 

If American observers of this vast drama find 
it impossible to believe that the real rulers of 
Evurope—the industrial and financial rulers—wij) 
permit a general war that would extinguish pbil- 
liens of wealth, let them bear in mind that the 


> 
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national debts, almost wholly due to past wars, 
that they fasten the chains of industrial servi- 
tude upon the backs of the multitudes whose la- 
bor creates all wealth. If the security be am- 
ple, the great bankers who finance wars will not 
withhold the needed gold.

He stands pat with 
an impious patness that does not show the 
slightest falling off as compared with other days. 
He wants protection for American workmen and 
scorns the schedules of wages in protected indus- 
tries showing who really gets the protection. The 
country will never be permanently prosperous, 
he says, until it is taxed at the custom houses 
at rates heavier than those during the Civil War. 

Unregenerate and unrepentant, he is, of course, 
all wrong. From ‘his own statement it might be 
argued that some modification: in old ideas is 
reeded. Population has almost tripled, he says, 
railroad mileage has been multiplied by six and 
production of farms and industries has an in- 
crease proportioned to the growth in people and 
‘means of transportation. Has no progress or en- 
lightenment been recorded in tariff policy? If 
the old privilege-nurturing system was useful in 
the days of industrial infancy, does it follow 
that it is needed or even useful now? 

The world, its varied interests and peoples, do 
move, all except its Uncle Joes. If you like 
Wilson policies, he challenges, vote in a Demo- 
cratic House. But if you don’t like them, vote 
in another Cannon House. 

For those who liked Cannonism when it was 
in power—why, another stand-pat House under 
Uncle Joe would be just about what they would 
like. For, of course, Uncle Joe would again be 
Speaker. 


THE EAST END. 

‘The locating of the new M. A. A. building at 
Fourth and Washington is a gratifying sign that 
life remains in the downtown district. The west- 
ward movement is wholesome to a certain ex- 
tent, but carried to an extreme it would be ca- 
lamitous. The city, instead of deserting, should 
cling to the river. It should be built solidly with 
bnsiness houses from the Levee. 

The carrying out of the riverside park plan 
and the building of a street car loop would revo- 
lutionize the east end of St. Louis. Better con- 
nection with Bast St. Louis and its surrounding 
towns would greatly add to the value of east end 
property. 

The dilapidated deadness of the district lying 
between Fourth street and the river is a sad 
proof of our neglect of the Mississippi and of the 
opportunities offered to realize the value and at- 
tractiveness of the riverside slope of the city. 
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THE OSCULATORY OLIMAX. 

The climax of the Caillaux case was not at the 
moment of the jury’s entry bringing in their 
verdict of acquittal. That was only the signal 
for a demonstration. Groups of lawyers fell 
a-fighting. The Guarde Republicaine mixed in. 
The courtroom became a writhing, rioting mass, 
the Judges fled, and the broil was at its height— 
when the climax befell. 

Maitre Labori, counsel for Mme. Caillaux, kissed 
Maitre Chenu, counsel for the Calmette family. 
We read: 

The gpectacle of the counsel embracing each 
other calmed the tumult. 

Yawning chasms close and differences disappear 
when opposing lawers salute each other upon 
either cheek. This token of peace marks the 
highest triumph of civilization, of order over 
chaos, and it ought to be made compulsory every- 
where as the finale of lawsuits. If lawyers in 
this country were compelled to follow the beau- 
tiful and touching example of Maitre Labori and 
Maitre Chenu it would tend powerfully to reduce 
litigation. 
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DIG UP THE TROLLEY POLES. 

We have grown used to those steel poles at the 
curb from which the trolley wires are supported, 
but in the early days of electric transit they were 
deemed sadly disfiguring. Experience has shown 
that they are obstructions that add to the seri- 
ovrsness of some forms of street casualties. The 
United Railways is receptive to the plan of run- 
ning the supports to the walls of buildings and 
removing the poles and is to be commended. 

The sides of the street canons in the downtown 
cistrict are secure enough for the purpose. Dig 
up the poles and add to the sightliness and 
safety of St. Louis’ main thoroughfares. 


HOPEFUL FRANOIS-JOSEPH. 

“I trust in the Almighty to give victory to my 
arms,” says Emperor Francis-Joseph, head of a 
country of 51,340,878 people, in forcing a war on 
a country with less than 4,000,000 people. If 
victory does come to his arms, it will be for the 
first time within the memory of living men. It 
took Germany only six weeks to polish him off. 
Even little Italy thrashed him soundly. He had 
once to call in Russian aid to assist his arms in 
putting down civil war in the eastern part of his 
own dominions. 

Admittedly the odds are so overwhelmingly in 
his favor as to give the serene Emperor a bright 
prospect of escaping disastrous defeat in a war 
with little Servia, if it gets no help. But the 
world cannot feel absolutely certain about it. 
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. COLD COMFORT.
